In doing this, don’t forget to give 
them credit for the frying chickens, 
broilers, roasters and all the eggs u sed 
in the home. Qu ite often this is over­ 
looked and the p ou ltry receives no 
credit for saving u s w hat wou ld be a 
good deal of exp ense if we had to bu y 
ou r fresh eggs and all the p osltry we 
u sed. 
This is not so hard to keep track of 
as one w ou ld imagine. 
I find that the 
easiest way to keep the egg accou nt 
Is to set down every day the nu mber 
of eggs gathered that day. 
As a rec­ 
ord is kep t of all the eggs sold, the 
difference wou ld bo the nu mber u sed 
a t home. 
The hens shou ld be given 
credit for the nu m ber gathered. 
It is im p ortant that we shou ld keep 
an accou nt with the p ou ltry and know' 
ju st w hat they are doing. 
When all 
kinds of feed are so high-p riced and 
can be sold, or fed to advantage to 
other stock, we can not afford to keep 
a large stock of p ou ltry at a loss. 
If p ou ltry is not making you a p rofit, 
remedy the difficu lty and get a p rofit, 
or else keep only enou gh p ou ltry to 
su p p ly the family.

They did not give their secret aw ay 
b y setting up the hue and cry tha t 
nesting b irds usually set up on such 
occasions. 
I finally saw them , as si­ 
lent as shadows, perched near b y , w ith 
food in their b eaks, w hich they finally 
swallowed as my stay was prolonged. 
And the nests, b oth on a level w ith 
my ey e, w ere apparently filled only 
with a m otionless m ass 
of 
b luish 
mold. 
As I gently touched them , in­ 
stead of four or five heads with opeh 
m ouths springing up, the y oung only position 


All children will play w ith fire un­ 
less they have b een taujfht, either b y 
precept or ex perience, not to do so , 
and accidents will happen even when 
every precaution has b een taken. It is 
therefore m ost desirab le in the case o f 
b urns tha t parents should know what 
—and ab ove all w hat not—to do w hile 
waiting for the doctor to come. 
The first thing is to fight shock w ith 
all the resources at com m and, b ecause 
shock io usually the im m ediate cause 
of death. Too often shock is aggravate 
ed rathe r than helped b y the trea tm e n t 
it receives.

child can b e kept in the b ath until the 
pulse and tem perature show tha t 
a 
reaction from the shock has taken 
place. 
It will often b e necessary fo r 
some strong and careful person to 
kneel and hold the partent In the b est 


settled low er in the nest and disposed 
them selves in a headless, shapeless 
m ass.
